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SAFE FOR LIEMOCRACY? 

During the World War'we were told that the 
prime purpose of that conflict-was to make the world 
safe for democracy. Although German autroracy 
was completely defeated, the tesults have not been 
just what was anticipated. “Thezc are a few less 
monarchs in Europe than formerly, it. is true, but 
there has been no great surging wave of democracy. 
Quite the reverse. 

The biggest country in Europe in territory and 
population is Russia. Russia is not safe for demo- 
cracy. It is now in the grip of one of the completest 
autocracies the world has ever known. There is a 
dictator in Italy who rules with an iron hand, another 
in-Poland. There are times when it seems that even 


France will need a dictotor to straighten out its tangled |’ 


affairs, and nobody yet knows how much democracy 
there will eurtuilly be in the new German govern- 
ment. pos 
Just now the trend in Europe seems to be away 
from republics and constitutional monarchies and to- 
ward dictatorships. Mussolini is the man of the hour 
- and he harkens back alternately to Julius Caesar arid 
Napoleon Bonaparte. The World War accomplish- 
ed a great many things, but it dot make the world safe 
for democracy. - If you don’t believe this just ask 
Mussolini, Pilsudski and the rest of the new rulers in

TIMBER NECESSARY CROP 

Concerted efforts of state, federal and private 
agencies to plan and to secure the general application 
of practical methods of forest taxation whith will ef- 
fectively promote timber consersavation and refortesta- 
tion through private enterprise, are absolutély nec- 
essary. 

The natural- resources department of the Nnited 
States chamber of Commerce recommends that taxes 
should no: be imposed upon the growing trees, but 
upon the harvest or yield of forest lands. 

“The absence of forestry policies to encourage 
the replacing of old crops with new,” says the re- 
port, “has resulted in the virtual abandonment of large 
areas of forest land: Att present ‘there are over 8(),- 
000,000 acres of cutover land, without seed trees, not 
producing and classed as waste lands. There are over 
135,0°0,000 acres of inferior second-growth — timber 
which is not considered merchantable. If an ade- 
" Guate supply of domestic timber is to be ‘developed’ 

for future needs, it is essential that these areas be 
brought back into production.” _

| Increase Annual Report Of City

While births fm Richmond dur- 
past year outnumbered 
deaths, the number of births dur- | 
ing the fiscal year 1925-1926 was | 
below the amount for the pre- 
vious year, according to the an- | 
nual report of Commissioner of! 
Heaith Dr. C. R. Blake presented | 


council last night.

Deaths for the year amounted|io 2 years 2, from 2 to 5 years 
to 175 an increase of 34 over the|3 from 5 to 10 years 2, from 10 
‘to 20 years 1, 


previous twelve-month period. 

In summarizing his report, Dr. 
Blake stated: 

“A review of our annual report 
does not compare favorably to 
other years as did the report of 
last year. 

“In the first place, we had fif- 
teen less births for the year than 
we did the year before and 
comparing the proportion ot 
births to preceeding years, if our 
population has increased, we 
should have had at least fifty 
more births than:we did have or 
a total of 556 births for the year 
instead of 381. Also the death rate 
was very much higher for the 
year than in previous years which 
ordinarily should only have been 
152 instead of 175, due partly to 
the large number of accidents. 
Coroners cases increased from 36 
to 44 during the past year. 

“Our laboratory work increased 
a great deal, especially milk ex- 
aminations increasing from 674 to 
988 samples and ice cream 
samples:from 55 to 225, and in 
the “surprise’’ milk contest re-j} 
cently conducted tn this city by 
the State Dairy turean, our rec- 
ord was one’ of the highest in 
the state. 

“The sanitary inspectors have 
done a great deal of work in the 
past year. In ahating mosquitoes, 
5,709 gallons of oil were used; 
just how , much good was accom- 
plished, we are unable to say but 


{it is presumed to have done some

good. The total number of in- 
spections were 4,697, an increase 
of 3,442 over the previous year, so 
I think the Department of Health 
has done a great deal of work 
for the past year and have made 
a creditable showing.” 

Of the 175 deaths, 134 were res- 
idents of Richmond. The causes of 
deaths of the Richmond residents 
are given as, accidental, 11; an- 
gina pictoris, 2; apoplexy 5, ate- 
lectasis 2, cancer 12, cerebral 
hemorrhage 12, cirrhosis of liver 
3, embolism 1, goiter 1, heart 
trouble 25, chronic hepatitus 2, 
inanition 3, infantile paralysis 1, 
influenza 4, instrumental delivery 
injury 1, intestinal obstruction 1, 
meningitis 2, nephritis 11, pernici- 
ous-anemia 2, acute peritonitis 1, 
pneumonia 19, portal thrombosis 
1, premature birth 6, suicide 1, 
tubercular enteritis 1, tumor of 
brain 1, uremic poisoning 1, and 
whooping cough 1.

Czar’s Fortune 


Is Valued at 
$55,000,000 


(By Universal Service) 

LONDON, July 26.—Italian news- 
papers received here contain a 
remarkable statement regarding 
the private fortune of the late 
Emperor of Russia. 

“On the authority of a high per- 
sonage formerly of the court of 
Nicholas II,” it is declared that 
a capital sum of twelve million 
pounds sterling (about $55,000,000) 
plus accrued interest, is still on 
deposit in London for the account 
of the late Czar. Surviving mem- 
bers of the royal family,are said 
to be disposed to accept arbitration 
by King George or the King of 
Italy regarding the distribution 
of the wealth. 

The difficulty in the way’ lies in 
the fact that no legal proof of the 
death of the Czar and his family 
exists. 

Inquiries of British and Russian 
officials in London throw little 
light on the whereabout of ,the 
hoard. The Soviet. embassy  to- 
night said that there is no doubt 
that large sums. of Czarist money 
exist in London.
